It is hard to determine if the following stations are Czech or Slovak 
military stations. Their format was used by the former Warszaw Pact 
countries in the past and are reportedly also still being used in 
Hungary and Romania. Some networks are known however, like M62, which 
is a Slovak station in Zilina and "SNJ3" which are Slovak military in 
Trencin. "S8BD" and "CH8N / TR2F" are believed to be of Czech origin. 

A number of others need further investigation, though. If you can help, 
please, drop a line. 


- The unid Czech or Slovak station on 2362 kHz is good audible now. It 
sends regularly messages and keeps the frequency occupied by sending 
the callsign of the addressee. 


- I heard the famous Czech station "S8BD" on 3397//2611 kHz at 2154

- Another one that is around for many years is CH8N. Fritz has logged 
this one in 3247 kHz.
